LATEST FROM SPAIN. 

Capt. Richworth, of the brig Hannah, arrived 
at New-York the 23d imst. in 50 days from Tene- 
rifle, reports, that ‘* the day before he left Tene- 
riffe, (June 22,) the English packet arrived, bring- 
ing the intelligence, that the Spanish General 
Mina had attacked a French corps of 12,000 
troops, with only 8,000 of his own men, beat 
them, and took 4000 prisoncrs.”—It ts possuble 
that such an event may hare occurred, after the 
date of our last advicesfrom Mina, (May 51,) and 
in time to have reached Teneriffe. On the 31st 
of May, Mina had taken refuge in Len d’Urgel, 
with from two to three thousand men, according 
to the French official accounts ; and the two divi- 
sions in pursuit of them, dx! not together number 
more than 6 or 7000.

LATEST FROM ENGLAND. 

New-York, July 25.—The packet ship Nestor, 
captain Lee, arrived yesterday from Liverpool, 
by which we have received. papers of the 16th 
ait. and London papers to the evening of the 
14th. They announce no new events of im 20F- 
tance; those of the last date are principally filled 
with the proceedings of the great meetifig held 
at the London Tavern, to consider of the best 
means of aflording assistance to the Spamards. 
Lord William Bentinck presided. The sum of 
£.4,795 was subserbed. In the course of the 
proceedings, the editor of the London Sun came 
forward and stated that the false accounts relative 
to the affuirs of Spain, which had appeared in the 
English papers, were prepared in Paris, and pro- 
duced proof that he had received overtures from 
Paris to publish such articles as should be fur- 
nished through the French embassy, at the rate 
of $00 francs per article. ‘The editor of the Cou- 
rier ridicules the idea that the few thousands 
which may be subsetibed, can aid Spain in her 
present difficulties. It is demonstrated beyond 
@ question, says this paper, that nine-tenths of the 
people of Spain, are cither indifferent or hostile to 
the Constitutior—if it was net se, the Duke of An- 
gouleme could not maintala himself in Spain, 
nor Moncey in ( atalonia, against the great popu- 
lation of that province. 

The diplomatic agents of Russia and Austria 
were about to leave Paris for Madrid. 

The arrival in Paris, of the Charge d’ Affairs of 
Prussia for Spain is every moment expected. __ 

Col. Boutourlin, Aid-de-camp to the emperor 
of Russia, has also left Paris, to convey the con- 

tulations of his taster to the duke d’ Anyou- 
eme. Col. Boutourlin intends to solicit his royal 
higness permission to share the campaign with 
the French army. 

The King of England attended the Ascot races 
on the third day, He was atiended by many no- 
blemen, among them wa, Lord Wellmgton, and 
several Foreign Princes, The Duke of York was 
also on the course, in forest green undress, aiten- 
ded by a single groom.

number, and made 90 prisoners. Also, that 
Gen. Mina had thrice engayed the division of the 
French army operatay in Catalonia, and as often 
repulsed and routed them with great loss on the 
side of the invaders. Uhis letter further men- 
tions, that a vessel of war had entered the port of 
Havana from Martinique, bringing © ropositions 
from the authorities of the latter island inviting 
the Cubeans to jor the French cause. The 
emissary who brought these propositions was an.
